It has now been noticed that the excess claims fees, required by 35 U.S.C. §41(a)(2)(A), 
were not paid in the above-captioned patent application. The application was originally filed 
with 4 independent claims, but only 3 independent claims were paid for due to an incorrect 
count; and an Amendment filed on May 8, 2006 added one independent claim, which was also

The amount owed, for 
two independent claims in excess of 3 is currently $100 for a small entity. Accordingly a check 
for $200 is being submitted herewith. In addition, an authorization to charge the undersigned's 
deposit account for any amount that may be required in addition is being made.
